Advice by Adolf Hitler on anti-Semitism 
- 1919 prepared on behalf of his military 
superiors 


If the danger that Judaism poses to our people today finds its expression in an undeniable aversion 
on the part of large parts of our people, the cause of this aversion is usually not to be found in the 
clear recognition of the consciously or unconsciously deliberately destructive activities of the Jews 
as totality on our nation, but it mostly arises through personal contact, under the impression that 
the Jew leaves behind as an individual and which is almost always an unfavorable one. As a result, 
anti-Semitism all too easily acquires the character of a mere emotional phenomenon. And yet this 
is incorrect. Anti-Semitism as a political movement must not and cannot be determined by 
moments of feeling, but by the recognition of facts. 


But the facts are: 


First, Judaism is necessarily a race and not a religious community. And the Jew never describes 
himself as a Jewish German, Jewish Pole or Jewish American, but always as a German, Polish or 
American Jew. Never before has the Jew accepted much more from foreign peoples in whose 
midst he lives than the language. And so little a German who is forced in France to the French. To 
use a language, Italian in Italy and Chinese in China, thereby becoming French, Italian or even 
Chinese, that's why you can't unite a Jew who lives among us and, as a result, is forced to use the 
German language call Germans. And even the Mosaic faith, however important it may be for the 
preservation of this race, cannot be regarded as exclusively determining whether a Jew or a 
Gentile is to be considered. There is hardly a race whose members all belong to one particular 
religion. 


Through thousands of years of inbreeding, often carried out in the narrowest of circles, the 
Jew has generally preserved his race and its peculiarities more keenly than many of the 
peoples among whom he lives. And this results in the fact that between us there lives a 
non-German alien race, unwilling and also not able to sacrifice its racial characteristics, to 
deny its own feelings, thoughts and aspirations, and which nevertheless has all the political 
rights that we do. If the feeling of the Jew moves in purely material matters, so does his 
thinking and striving even more. The dance around the golden calf becomes a merciless 
fight for all those goods that, according to our inner feeling, should not be the highest and 
only worth striving for on this earth. 


The value of the individual is no longer determined by his character, the importance of his 
achievements for the community, but exclusively by the size of his assets, by his money. 


The height of the nation should no longer be measured by the sum of its moral and spiritual 
strength, but only by the wealth of its material goods. 


From this feeling arises that thinking and striving for money and power that protects them, that 
makes the Jew unscrupulous in the choice of means, merciless in their use for this purpose. He 
whines in the autocratically governed state for the favor of the "majesty" of the prince, and abuses 
her as a leech on his people. 


He courts the favor of the masses in democracy, crawls before the "majesty of the people" and yet 
only knows the majesty of money. 


He destroys the character of the prince through Byzantine flattery, national pride, the strength of a 
people, through mockery and shameless indoctrination to vice. His means of struggle is that public 


opinion which is never expressed through the press, but is always guided and falsified by it. His 
power is the power of money, which laboriously and endlessly multiplies in his hands in the form 
of interest, and imposes on the peoples that most dangerous yoke, which because of its golden 
gleam at the beginning they find it so difficult to recognize in its later sad consequences. Everything 
that makes people strive for higher things, be it religion, socialism, democracy, for him everything 
is just a means to an end, to satisfy money and lust for power. 


The consequences of his work become the racial tuberculosis of the peoples. 


And from this comes the following: Anti-Semitism for purely emotional reasons will find its ultimate 
expression in the form of pogroms. The anti-Semitism of reason, however, must lead to the 
systematic legal combating and elimination of the privileges of the Jew, which he possesses in 
contrast to the other foreigners living between us. (Alien legislation). His ultimate aim, however, 
must be the immovable removal of the Jews altogether. Only a government of national power is 
capable of both, and never a government of national impotence. 


The republic in Germany owes its birth not to the unified national will of our people, but to the 
cunning exploitation of a series of circumstances which, taken together, expressed themselves in 
deep general discontent. These circumstances, however, were independent of the form of 
government and are still effective today. Yes, even more than before. So a large part of our people 
already recognizes that it is not the changed form of government as such that can change and 
improve our situation, but only a rebirth of the moral and intellectual powers of the nation. 


And this renaissance will not be initiated by irresponsible majorities leading the state under the 
influence of certain party dogmas, an irresponsible press, by phrases and buzzwords of an 
international character, but only by the ruthless deployment of nationally minded leaders with an 
inner sense of responsibility. 


This fact, however, robs the Republic of the internal support of the nation's intellectual forces, 
which are so necessary above all. And so today's leaders of the state are forced to seek support 
from those who have only benefited and continue to do so from the new formation of German 
conditions, and who for this reason were also the driving forces of the revolution, the Jews. 
Regardless of the danger of Judaism, which today's leaders have certainly recognized (proof of 
this are various statements by current leading personalities), they are forced to accept the support 
that the Jews willingly grant them for their own benefit, and thus also to bring the demanded service 
in return. And this service in return consists not only in every possible promotion of Judaism in 
general, but above all in preventing the betrayed people from fighting their betrayers, in 
suppressing the anti-Semitic movement.
